IN KOREA 


١ The following news item appeared 

today’s Times-Picayune: 1 
Staff Sgt. Kenneth L. Bourgeois, 

USMCR, 21-year-old son of Mra. Ro- 


bert Bourgeois, 137 N. Cortez, has been 
wounded in Korea. 


Marine Gen. C. G. Gates notified 
Mrs. Bourgeois by telegram this week 
that Sgt, Bourgeois was wounded in 
action against the Communist forces on 
Sept. 20. 

The general said that the “wound was 
apparently not serious” as Sgt. Bourge- 
ois was not evacuated from the battle 
area. 

Oddly, Mrs. Bourgeois received a 
letter from her son, dated Sept. 20, 
and he told of taking 42 Marine into 
action and returning with only rine. 
He wrote his mother that he was “all 
right.” لون‎ 

He told her that “the fighting was 
like a nightmare. We're waiting now to 
get new clothing issued to us. We've 
been in the same uniforms for a week 
and a half, and they’re torn to shreds.” 

Sgt. Kenneth Bourgeois was one of 
three brothers that served in New Or- 
leans’ 10th Marine Infantry Battalion. 
The oldest, Sgt. Clarence R. Bourgeois, 
was released from active duty last 
month, and the youngest, Sgt. Ernest 
Rene Bourgeois, is at Camp Pendle- 
ton, Calif., awaiting overseas duty. At 
one time all three were stationed at 
the California base. 

There are five Bourgeois brothers 
in all, and the oldest of the five is 
Master Sgt. Robert Clark Bourgeois 
of the Air Force.
